THE CHARLES OF LONDON COLLECTION 


Mr. Charles found it necessary last spring to lighten his responsi- 
bilities in London, in order to devote more of his personal attention to 
his constantly growing New York clientele. On his trip abroad during 
last summer Mr. Charles greatly reduced the number of galleries in his 
Brooks Street establishment, and sent over their contents to be offered 
at Unrestricted Public Sale by the American Art Association at their 
extensive New Galleries, East Fifty-seventh Street and Madison 
Avenue. 

Among the Early English Furniture, which has always been of 
special concern and interest to Mr. Charles as a collector — -namely, 
the Tudor, Jacobean and William and Mary Periods — are numerous 
handsomely carved Court Cupboards, Refectory and other Tables, 
State Chairs and sets of Chairs, and an exceptionally fine Upright 
Secretary inlaid with flowers in varicolored woods. 

The reign of Queen Anne is very adequately represented by a fine 
Red Lacquer Tall Clock, Secretary Bookcases, Cabinets, Bureaus, 
Tables, and two remarkably interesting sets of Chairs, one covered in 
exquisite jardiniere velvet, the other in needlework of a contemporary 
period. Most of the specimens are notable for the beauty of the wood 
employed, either oyster-grained or rare root walnut, all having rich 
golden patina. 

The Georgian Period of the eighteenth century commands very 
considerable attention, for it includes many desirable examples of Chip- 
pendale, Sheraton and Hepplewhite in Mahogany and Satinwood, such 
as Cabinets, Chairs, Breakfast and Piecrust Tables, Screens and Mir- 
rors. It is especially strong in the number of small Tables so much in 
request to-day for giving the delightful final touches to the furnishing 
of a room. 

The Needlework Furniture is very charming and includes several 
sets of Chairs, Screens, and Sofas displaying allegorical subjects and 
flowers, variously executed in Petit-point and rare Point St. Cyr with 
charming color schemes. 

A few simple dignified Walnut Tables and Cabinets of the Spanish 
and Italian Renaissance are of the types that are readily absorbed by 
an English Room, and give it a further interesting air of quaintness. 

The Groups of Chinese Pottery and Porcelain Lamps and 
Chinese Lowestoft distinctly add to the decorative qualities of the col- 
lection. 


Sumptuous Velvets and Embroideries include two rich crimson 
Gothic Velvet Portieres, several fine Vestments and a number of charm- 
ing Cushions in Petit- and Gros-point. There are Fereghan Carpets 
with varied grounds which are almost indispensable for the completion 
of a restful English Paneled Oak Room. In fact, one of the most 
noticeable qualities of this admirable collection is the restful livableness 
imbued from the inspection of the objects on view. 

The Notable Tapestries are, however, undoubtedly the most im- 
portant feature of the collection and compel attention. Among the 
lesser are several Tudor Tapestry Cushions, two seventeenth century 
Aubusson Verdures, and two delightful Renaissance Tapestries develop- 
ing “Rural Court Scenes of Hawking and Hunting”; these are from 
the Enghien Looms and have exceptionally interesting borders. An 
important set of five early seventeenth century Renaissance Tapestries 
are marvelously rich in color, fine in quality, and from the Brussels 
Looms. These five tapestries have rarely decorative borders and the 
scenes depicted graphically illustrate that most entrancing mythologi- 
cal story of “Jason’s Search for the Golden Fleece.” But the clou of 
the entire collection is without question the extremely beautiful Set of 
Four Sixteenth Century Renaissance Tapestries illustrating episodes in 
the life of “Cyrus the Great,” founder of the Persian Empire. They are 
not only of the finest type of Brussels weaving, but are in their original 
condition, with the colors toned to lovely pastel shades dominated bv 
rich crimsons that have stood the test of time in a marvelous manner. 
The complete original broad borders exhibit a wealth of allegorical de- 
tails and fruit. These truly noble tapestries are from the looms of the 
celebrated weaver, Jacques Geubels, and were woven about 1595; each 
bears his quaint monogram inwoven on the right selvedge, and three 
have the Brussels mark, “Two B’s with a Shield between.” The lovely 
fourth had this mark also, but with the wear of time it has been effaced. 
One ventures to say that the fascinating color and interest of these 
tapestries will leave a pleasant haunting memory of their beauty.

CONDITIONS OF SALE 

I. Rejection of bids: Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the 
article offered or which is merely a nominal or fractional advance may be rejected by the 
auctioneer if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 

II. The buyer: The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and if any dispute arises 
between two or more bidders, the auctioneer shall either decide the same or put up for 
re-sale the lot so in dispute. 

III. Identification and part payment by buyer: The name of the buyer of each lot 
shall be given immediately on the sale thereof, and when so required, each buyer shall 
sign a card giving the lot number, amount for which sold, and his or her name and 
address. 

Payment at the actual time of the sale shall be made of all or such part of the 
purchase prices as may be required. 

If the two foregoing conditions are not complied with, the lot or lots so purchased 
may at the option of the auctioneer be put up again and re-sold. 

IV. Risk after purchase: Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, 
and thereafter neither the consignor nor the Association is responsible for the loss or 
any damage to any article occasioned by theft, lire, breakage or any other cause. 

V. Delivery of purchases: Delivery of any purchases will be made only upon pay- 
ment of the total amount due for all purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made at the place of sale or at the storage warehouse to which 
purchases may have been removed. 

Deliveries at the American Art Galleries will be made only between the hours of 
9 A. M. and 1 P. M. on sales’ days and on other days — except holidays, when no deliveries 
will be made — between the hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Deliveries at places of sale other than the American Art Galleries "will be made 
only during the forenoon following the day of sale unless by special notice or arrange- 
ment to the contrary. 

Deliveries at the storage warehouse to which goods may have been sent will be made 
on any day other than holidays between the hours of 9 and 5. 

Deliveries of any purchases of small articles likely to be lost or mislaid may be 
made at the discretion of the auctioneer during the session of the sale at which they 
were sold. 

VI. Storage in default of prompt payment and calling for goods: Articles not paid 
for in full and either not called for by the purchaser or delivered upon his or her order 
by noon of the day following that of the sale will be turned over by the Association to 
some carter to be carried to and stored in some warehouse until the time of the delivery 
therefrom to the purchaser, and the cost of such cartage and storage will be charged 
against the purchaser and the risk of loss or damage occasioned by such removal or 
storage will be upon the purchaser. 

NOTE: The Limited space of the Delivery Rooms of the Association 
makes the above requirements necessary, and it is not alone for the 
benefit of the Association, but also for that of its patrons, -whose goods 
otherwise would have to be so crowded as to be subject to damage 
and loss. 

VII. Shipping: Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business in which 
the Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be performed by the Association 
for purchasers. The Association will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for 
employing at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers ; doing so, however, 
without any assumption of responsibility on its part for the acts and charges of the 
parties engaged for such service. 

VIII. Guaranty: The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot cor- 
rectly and endeavors therein and also at the actual time of sale to point out any error, 
defect or imperfection, but guaranty is not made either by the owner or the Association 
of the correctness of the description, genuineness, authenticity or condition of any lot 
and no sale will be set aside on account of any incorrectness, error of cataloguing or 
imperfection not noted or pointed out. Every lot is sold “as is’’ and without recourse. 

Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior to its sale, and the 
Association will give consideration to the opinion of any trustworthy expert to the 
effect that any lot has been incorrectly catalogued and in its judgment may thereafter 
sell the lot as catalogued or make mention of the opinion of such expert, who thereby 

will become responsible for such damage as might result were his opinion without 

foundation. 

IX. Buying on order: Buying or bidding by the Association for responsible 
parties on orders transmitted to it by mail, telegraph or telephone will be faithfully 
attended to without charge or commission. Any purchases so made will be subject to 
the foregoing conditions of sale except that, in the event of a purchase of a lot of one 
or more books by or for a purchaser who has not through himself or his agent been 
present at the exhibition or sale, the Association will permit such lot to be returned within 
ten days from the date of sale and the purchase money will be refunded if the lot 
in any manner differs from its catalogue description. 

Orders for execution by the Association should be written and given -with such 

plainness as to leave no room for misunderstanding. Not only should the lot number 

be given, but also the title, and bids should be stated to be so much for the lot, and 
when the lot consists of one or more volumes of books or objects of art, the bid per 
volume or piece should also be stated. If the one transmitting the order is. unknown to the 
Association, a deposit should be sent or references submitted. Shipping directions should 
also be given. 

Priced Catalogues: Priced copies of the catalogue or any session thereof, will.be 
furnished by the Association at charges commensurate with the duties involved in copying 
the necessary information from the records of the Association.

(D) “Jason Pays Homage to Imperial Jove onTIis Return with 
the Golden Fleece.” In the foreground, Jason is seen in fine 
array, with the train of his beautiful voluminous crimson mantle 
carried by two youthful pages. He kneels before a golden statue 
of Imperial Jove, viewed, seated at extreme left, within a col- 
umned temple having a flaming altar and Jove’s symbolic eagle 
at the God’s right. The Argonaut’s gallant be-pennoned ship 
Argo, with sails furled, rides at anchor and fills the whole of 
the middle distance at right.

Important Set of Four Renaissance Tapestries, illustrating the History 
of Cyrus the Great, Founder of the Persian Empire. Woven during the 
best period of the Brussels looms, late in the sixteenth century. They are 
remarkably fine in texture and colorings, which have toned to pastel shades, 
still finely enlivened with crimsons, giving them exceptionally charming 
tonality. The broad compartmented borders are very distinguished, and 
are woven with a wealth of allegorical details. Displaying columned arbors 
occupied by symbolic figures of “The Arts and Sciences,” interrupted by 
vases of dainty flowers and fruit sustained by cupidons. Executed in the 
colors of the fields. These tapestries are in their original condition, and 
require restoration in unimportant portions. All were woven on the looms 
of the celebrated weaver, “Jacques Geubels,” about the year 1595, and all 
bear his curious monogram inwoven in the blue selvage at lower right. 
Three also have the Brussels mark — twp B’s with shield between — inwoven 
in selvage at left foot.

Mountains.” The noble Cyrus stands about center wearing 
classic Roman garb and holding a long spear in his right hand ; 
before him at right two lowly natives are giving information of 
the enemy, and beyond are numerous husbandmen busy con- 
structing wattle rafts for the army to cross a river flowing 
diagonally to upper left. At left, filling rising ground, are 
Cyrus’ lieutenants and numerous corps of soldiery spreading up 
to the wooded heights. On the distant portion of the river 
are further companies of warriors crossing on rafts to the 
wooded height on the river’s far bank, on which baggage trains 
and other warriors advance toward the unseen enemy.
